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Weymouth Museum needs you!

A VITAL appeal for 20 
new volunteers has been 
launched to spearhead 
Weymouth Museum’s 
plans to reopen in six 
weeks time. 

The popular Brewers 
Quay attraction had to be 
mothballed 30 months 
ago after sweeping devel¬ 
opment plans were re¬ 
vealed for the complex. 

Talks between the 
council and Brewers 
Quay Investments LLP - 


which owns the building 
- are still going on about 
what can be done there, 
but the recent resurrec¬ 
tion of the complex has 
also given the museum a 
new lease of life. 

All exhibits are cur¬ 
rently stored in different 
locations on the site and 
BQI has told volunteer 
staff that the museum can 
open again by the end of 
July in line with new life 
being breathed into other 


parts of Brewers Quay 
through stalls, shops, 
auction rooms and a cafe 
as well as craft areas and 
the II Porto restaurant. 

Museum team leader 
David Riches said: “It is 
our aim to open by the 
end of July. That gives us 
barely six weeks in which 
to recruit as many new 


volunteers as we can to 
run the new museum and 
welcome visitors. 

“Basically we need 20 
new faces if we are to do 
a proper job and continue 
a tradition of having a 
working museum in this 
town since the mid- 
1970s.” 

The team is facing a 


massive task from replac¬ 
ing lighting to installing 
new displays. 

Team member Richard 
Samways said: “We have 
more than 20,000 items 
to choose our displays 
from to produce an ever- 
changing array of dis¬ 
plays so visitors never 
see the same thing two 
months running. 

“There will be core dis¬ 
plays, one of which will 
be our large restored

painting of George III on 
ahorse. 

“That picture now has 
national importance after 
the original by William 
Beechey was destroyed in 
the great 1992 fire at 
Windsor Castle. As far as 
we know, our cl800 copy 
by Beechey is the only 
one left in existence.” 

George III is among 
new figures decked out in 
costume copies of the pe¬ 
riod which have been cre¬ 
ated to support the 
painting display to let 
people know what it was 
like in Weymouth at that 
time when the King came 
to bathe and take the wa¬ 
ters in the resort. 

Volunteer co-ordinator 
Pauline Carter said: “The 
scale of the task facing us 
is enormous, daunting, 
and we need all the volun¬ 
teers we can get to come 


forward and help us. 

“This is a friendly 
group where everyone 
supports each other and 
we hope that spirit will 
appeal to the community 
and encourage it to rally 
round and help us. 

“Of particularly impor¬ 
tance are volunteers for 
our gallery work team, 
painters, decorators, car¬ 
penters, practical people, 


anyone good with their 
hands who can help re¬ 
build displays or simply 
muscle them into place.”

I play golf 
and wish I played more. For my sins I’m also an avid 
fan of Ipswich Town Football Club as I was born 
about 200 yards from their ground. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

The area is simply unique. I’ve spent time travelling 
all round the UK but there is nowhere quite like this 
area. It’s also like going back 30 years. If only we 
could get the broadband improved it would be perfect. 

■ WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

There are two places I love. One is the Scottish High¬ 
lands as the air is so clean, the scenery is stunning and 
the golf courses are wonderful. The other is the island 
of Corsica. French food with an Italian influence plus 
the sunshine and one of the best golf courses in the 
world. 


■ WHICH three guests would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

I’d certainly want Margaret Thatcher there. Whatever 
people may say now they don’t appreciate what this 
country was like in the 1970s before she was elected. 
I’d also invite John Lennon who was the real talent 
behind The Beatles and the last would be Luciano 
Pavarotti. I was lucky to see him live a couple of times 
- so much presence on stage.

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Businesses welcome proposed 
parking changes in borough 


A REVOLUTION in Weymouth and Portland parking 
could slash first hour charges from £1.30 to just 80 
pence with free all year round overnight parking from 
6pm-9.30am. 

Other measures unanimously recommended at a 
Weymouth and Portland scrutiny committee included 
the introduction of banded charging zones and simpli¬ 
fied tariffs, no seasonal variation in charges, modern 
new parking machines and pay on exit. 

A new £25 annual shoppers’ permit valid from Oc¬ 
tober 1st to March 31st would allow two free hours 
Monday-Friday in banded time zones between 
9.30am-11.30am or 3pm-5pm. A new price band 
could also be used on Portland although no major 
price changes are planned. 

Weymouth and Portland Chamber of Commerce 
president Mark Blunden was among those to heap 
praise on the proposals. 

He said a 62 percent rise in parking charges in 2008 
had badly hit the town and its businesses with visitors 
sharply cutting the length of time they spent in Wey¬ 
mouth, so the new proposed parking measures were 
“another crucial step to revival in these tough eco¬ 
nomic times” and he urged the council to adopt them 
“in quick time”. 

Lloyds TSB Weymouth business manager Anna- 
Maria Geare congratulated the council on its parking

report and said proposed measures would help regen¬ 
erate the town centre and increase footfall, adding that 
among those who liked the ideas were taxi drivers - 
able to park in car parks between jobs - cafes, and 
shops who all felt more people would be encouraged 
into town for longer. 

She added that “these proposals put us broadly in 
line with Dorchester” which would “help our town 
centre survive”. 

Weymouth Sea Life Park boss Craig Dunkerley wel¬ 
comed the proposals - which must be approved by the 
council’s management committee on July 2nd - and 
said the biggest moan by his visitors was the cost of 
parking which hit the amount of time they spent in the 
Park. 

Councillor Joy Stanley said the idea of free evening 
parking was “brilliant” while Weymouth and Portland 
transport spokesman Councillor Christine James said 
the proposals were “something I have been pressing 
for for years”. 

She added: “There has been a lot gone into this re¬ 
port. There is something in it for everyone. We have 
listened to a lot of people. I just hope that people will 


see that we are now trying to do something positive 
for the town.” 

Report author, parking and traffic head Chris 
Graves, said the massive 2008 parking charge increase 
had been “a recipe for disaster”, figures showing a 
sharp decrease in the amount of time people spent in 
town since the hike came in. 

New parking machines were proposed - some exist¬ 
ing ones were “museum pieces” - and he said the pro¬ 
posals could see £2.6 million revenue for 2014-2015 
because they would encourage people to relax and 
spend longer in town. Other uses for car parks also 
needed to be considered, he said. 

Councillor Mark Tewkesbury said: “I think it is cru¬ 
cial that this goes forward and is done as soon as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Councillor Rachel Rogers said she was concerned 
that Weymouth and Portland and the county council 
were both making transport which might not “dove¬ 
tail”, but Councillor Bill White said the measures were 
“absolutely essential” to balance up what was going 
on in Dorchester. 

Chairman Councillor Lucy Hamilton said the pro¬ 
posed changes could be implemented very quickly if 
approved on July 2nd, adding: “Weymouth and Port¬ 
land has a lot to offer in terms of shops that Dorchester 
does not. Let’s welcome everyone here.” 


Expansion plans for antiques emporium 


A MAJOR expansion is being planned 
for Weymouth's recently re-opened 
Brewers Quay complex. 

The site took on a new lease of life 
through more than 70 antique-vin¬ 
tage-collectible dealers moving in as 
the Brewers Quay Emporium (BQE) 
with 30 more traders next door in the 
Brewers Quay Bazaar selling arts and 
crafts. 

Now BQE co-directors Paul Cartlidge 
and Mike Ellery have started a new 
two-room auction house as part of a 
major expansion of the site which will 
also include a Shoppers Village on the 
first floor for 20 or more individual out¬ 
lets, refreshments being available for 
all areas through the Cafe Truly. 

Mike said: "We have already taken 
dozens of lots for our first auction here 
on Friday, July 5th, so we are inviting 
more lots for this and other auctions 
which will be held fortnightly on every 
Friday afterwards. We only charge ten 
percent commission and £3 per lot. 

"On top of this we are restructuring 
the first floor of Brewers Quay to allow 
us to create a new Shopping Village 


there for at least 20 shops. 

"We are completely open-minded 
about what can go in there and it 
could be anything from a tattoo par¬ 
lour to designer dresses. 

"We even have a shop selling tropical 
fish opening at the entrance to the 
Bazaar very soon. 

"The strength of what we are trying 
to do with the Shopping Village is that 
anyone starting a business there only 
has one simple fee to pay per month 
with no rates, no gas or electricity bills, 
just one rental payment per month 
which doesn't strangle them by tying 
them to a contract for a long lease. 

"We believe that this is a recipe for 
success which will help revitalise Wey¬ 
mouth and stop the drift towards in¬ 
creasing numbers of shops going out 
of business." 

Both directors earlier revealed that 
the whole Brewers Quay success story 
only came about because they got 
sent the wrong plans! They had been 
looking for a small area, got sent plans 
for the whole site and realised its po¬ 
tential.

Sixteen arrests following major drugs bust 


SIXTEEN arrests have been made by 
police in a major campaign against drug 
dealers working in Weymouth. 

The clampdown was led by a small 
group of officers focussed on tackling 
drug use and particularly the supply of 
controlled drugs and those travelling to 
Weymouth to sell drugs. 

Police say their eight-day operation 
led by Sgt Andy Jenkins “caused some 
serious disruption to the drug trade and 
supply in the town”. 

Officers carried out 39 drug related 


searches and made 16 arrests. Several 
of these people have been charged and 
are awaiting court appearances while 
others are on police bail pending further 
enquiries. 

Police netted a drugs haul which in¬ 
cluded 1.7kg of cannabis and 70 grams 
of what is believed to be heroin, a Class 
A drug. They have also seized more 
than £2,500 in cash which has been 
taken out of the drugs trade and recov¬ 
ered more than £800 worth of stolen 
property. 


On June 13th a 43-year-old Liverpool 
male caught the 4pm train from Man¬ 
chester to Weymouth. By 8.30pm the 
same day he was in police cells with a 
37-year-old Weymouth man, both ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of possession with 
intent to supply controlled drugs. Offi¬ 
cers seized 18oz of herbal cannabis and 
2.4 grams of what is thought to be 
heroin from the pair during a search. 

Inspector Les Fry of Weymouth and 
Portland Police said: “This is really 
good work and reflects our commit¬ 


ment to make Weymouth and Portland 
a better and safer place. 

“We will continue to target all those 
involved in the supply of controlled 
drugs. There is a direct link between 
crime and the use and supply of con¬ 
trolled drugs and we will do all that we 
can to prevent people becoming the vic¬ 
tim of crime. 

“Much of our work in intelligence led 
and I would invite people to call or tell 
us who is supplying controlled drugs 
and we will act.” 


Police hunt dangerous driver 

A DANGEROUS driver is being hunted by police in 
Weymouth. 

Officers say they believe a red Peugeot 206 was seen 
overtaking a number of vehicles at speed heading 
past All Saints Church on Portland Road towards Port¬ 
land at about 1.20pm on Sunday, June 9th. 

This caused one car on the opposite side of the road 
to brake heavily in order to avoid a head on collision. 
The offending car was seen to continue overtaking 
other vehicles soon after. 

PC Alex Head, of Weymouth and Portland Police, 
said: "The reckless actions of this driver could have 
caused a serious collision and I am very keen to speak 
with them. 

"We believe the offending driver to be a white man 
with a shaven head who was wearing a green top at 
the time. 

"I am appealing to anyone who may have seen a red 
Peugeot 206 driving dangerously in the area of Port¬ 
land Road or who may have information about the 
driver to contact Dorset Police."

AN 18-year-old man from Weymouth has been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of theft after a handbag was 
stolen while a couple were playing a gaming machine 
at an amusement arcade in the town. 

Police are appealing for witnesses and information 
and say the alleged theft happened at Alexandra Gar¬ 
dens on The Esplanade at about 5.15pm on Wednes¬ 
day, June 5th. 

Officers say the victim, a 46-year-old woman from 
Sherborne, was with her husband playing on a gam¬ 
ing machine in the amusement park. The arrested 
man was later released on bail pending further in¬ 
quiries. 

PC Kerry Cordier of Weymouth CID, said: "I believe 
that members of the public, a man and a woman who 
spoke to the beach control opposite the Alexandra 
Gardens at the time, may be able to assist with my en¬ 
quiries. 

"I am appealing for the couple to come forward and 
talk to police. I am also keen to speak to anyone who 
witnessed the incident."

Ken said: “One man took 
his clothes off and went 
swimming but was so 
drunk when he came out

that he couldn’t be both¬ 
ered to search for them and 
went home in his under¬ 
pants. He was a bit sur¬ 
prised when we reunited 
him with his clothes. 

“And we also helped a 
young man celebrating his 
18th birthday get his 
drunken parents home. He 
was relatively sober. 

“The question we often 
get is why do street pastors 
do it? Well, we live in a 
fantastic party town which 


can be a really enjoyable 
place for both locals and 
visitors alike. 

“The Street Pastor initia¬ 
tive is a great way for 
those within the local 
churches to help bless their 
local community and 
make the town a great 
place for people to come 
and celebrate.” 

One person who has 
been there from the start is 
Heather Hicks who went 
out on the first street pas¬

They have 
certainly helped to calm 
aggressive situations and 
make people feel more se¬ 
cure.” 


Weymouth and Portland 
community safety 

spokesman Councillor 
Geoff Petherick said: “We 
would like to congratulate 
Weymouth Street Pastors 
on their 500th patrol and 
thank them for their in¬ 
valuable work and contri¬ 
bution to helping 
vulnerable people in Wey¬ 
mouth town centre at 
night.” 

Street pastors have a 
close working relationship 
with police, door staff and 
paramedics and in 500 pa¬ 


trols they have completed 
more than 12,000 volun¬ 
teer hours, met and helped 
more than 3,200 people in¬ 
cluding 750 unwell or 
upset people, accompanied 
more than 100 people 
home for safety reasons 
and helped 100 people 
with family-relationship 
issues. 

They have also picked 
up more than 4,800 bot¬ 
tles, 2,200 glasses and 
swept up nearly 1,000 
areas of broken glass off 
the streets to prevent po¬ 


tential injuries and given 
away more than 2,000 
pairs of flip flops when 
people’s party shoes began 
to hurt. 

Pastors have also dis¬ 
pensed 1,500 bottles of

There are currently 34 
trained members of the 
street teams from 15 
churches in Weymouth 
and Portland.

FIFTY years of education 
has been celebrated with a 
day of events at Radipole 
Primary School in Wey¬ 
mouth.

“That is where Radi¬

“It is lovely to be back 
here and my word it has 
changed.” 

Chairman of governors 
Janet Cridland said: “It is 
absolutely incredible to 
think that Radipole is 50- 
years-old. 

“I brought my son, 
Jason, here in 1971 and I 
have been associated with 
the school ever since. The 
advances I have seen have 
been immense. 

“The buildings and lay¬ 
out have grown, things 
like the 11+ have gone 
and we now have a foun¬ 
dation stage for four-year- 
olds. We are a really 
modern and progressive 
school.”

made for the school’s 50th 
by almost every child at 
Radipole helped by artist 
Judy Baker. 

Mrs Singer said: “The 
final design chosen was a 
combination of elements 
produced by the children.

Councillors fight for local 
plan ammendment fails 


A REVOLT by Labour councillors 
briefly threatened to derail approval of a 
vital local plan before being defeated on 
19-10 vote. 

The Labour group had tried to gain 
support for their amendment to com¬ 
pletely remove the “green lung” 
Markham and Little Francis area of 
Weymouth from future housing develop¬ 
ment sites in the West Dorset, Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Local Plan. 

Speaker after speaker argued that pro¬ 
posed total housing supply within the 
plan meant all of Markham could be left 
out, but opponents argued that all possi¬ 
ble development sites would not come 
through simultaneously so over-supply 
was needed. 

Labour’s amendment was led by 
Councillor Lucy Hamilton who said the 
government was quite clear that the plan 
was “not a charter for developers”. 

She said: “We have to think of that pre¬ 
cious space. We have enough proposed 
housing supply without it. Be bold. Pro¬ 
tect this open land valued by residents.” 

But Councillor Kevin Hodder said no 
Dorset Top 50 company had its head of¬ 
fice in Weymouth and Portland and, if 
the borough wanted to attract businesses, 
then it had to provide homes for people 
to live in to supply companies’ employ¬ 
ment needs. 

He said that, “however bitter the pill”, 
decisions such as proposed housing for 
part of Markham had to be taken for the 
“good of the future of the borough” be¬ 
cause members had to be “very careful 
we don’t get left behind Dorchester”. 

Councillor Paul Kimber said open 
spaces had to be protected “with all our 


hearts” but Councillor Gill Taylor, chair¬ 
man of the Society for the Protection of 
Markham and Little Francis, was against 
the amendment. 

She said: “If we vote for no houses on 
Markham we effectively have no local 
plan and when the development appeal 
is heard the inspector will find in favour 
of the developer.” 

Deputy Mayor and former Labour 
group leader Councillor Kate Wheller 
repeated that proposed housing numbers 
meant housing wasn’t needed at 
Markham, but the special full council 
meeting at the guildhall was then warned 
by Environment Director David Evans. 

He said approving the plan would send 
it to the planning inspectorate to be dealt 
with in September. 

He added that taking Markham out at 
this stage would be “a significant 
change” deemed to need further public 
consultation. The local plan was “key” 
to a public inquiry into development at 
Markham, he said, and officers would 
find it “very difficult” to mount a de¬ 
fence if such a change was made at this 
stage. It would have “significant conse¬ 
quences”, he said, and Weymouth and 
Portland might actually find itself in a 
worse position. 

Environment spokesman Councillor 
Ian Roebuck, who presented the plan, 
said the amendment would “put at risk” 
its examination in public, require new 
public consultation and risk making the 
whole plan “unsound”. 

The meeting then voted 19-10 with one 
abstension against the amendment and 
20-10 in favour of the plan as submitted.

Council ferry farce continues 


AN angry meeting of councillors recently la¬ 
belled the project and financing of repairs to 
Weymouth’s ferry terminal wall as reading 
“like a Whitehall farce”. 

Well, they should know a farce when they 
see one! 

More rib-cracking humour has been gener¬ 
ated by council gaffes than was ever staged 
in the nearby deserted Pavilion, itself a bit of 
a farce. 

To be fair, the main culprit of an extra 
£550,000 being needed for repairs was an 
unforeseen concrete structure on the harbour 
floor which had to be removed. But - as one 
councillor pointed out - it was only unfore¬ 
seen because of the council’s slack record 
keeping for harbour work in recent decades. 

Now we are facing a £4.47 million bill re¬ 


pair - the original figure was about £2 mil¬ 
lion - and the authority has been warned that 
this could rise even further. 

Still, it will all be worth it to have Condor’s 
ferry service back here won’t it? Well yes 
and no. 

Is Condor coming back welcome? Well that 
has to be a big yes, but whether they’ll stay 
here very long is another matter altogether. 

That’s because the same meeting revealed 
“common knowledge in the industry” that 

Condor is looking at larger vessels.which 

are too big to fit in to Weymouth and, I un¬ 
derstand, also too big to fit in at the Channel 
Islands. 

That leaves Weymouth facing a whopping 
bill for a service which might sail away else¬ 
where at any moment, so it’s a good job that 


senior council staff have nailed down a tight 
contract with Condor....but have they? 

The same meeting of councillors saw sev¬ 
eral attempts made to elicit whether this had 
been done without any satisfactory response. 
Because of that two councillors voted against 
approving the extra cash. 

It was a difficult situation. Weymouth 
needs Condor’s revenue, Weymouth agrees 
to repair Berth three, repair costs rise and no- 
one is happy. 

But there wasn’t the slightest chance of the 
council pulling out of the project because it’s 
been in it too deep for too long. It has to sol¬ 
dier on. The only question remaining to be 
answered is not whether the council will be 
able to harvest revenue from Condor 
again....but for how long. 


■ EVERYONE has heard of boil-in-the-bag 
meals and probably enjoyed a few of 
them as well, but I've recently stumbled 
on evidence that one of the first ever was 
prepared on Portland...about 10,000 years 
ago!

TRIUMPH emerged from tragedy after 
a giant Queen’s Diamond Jubilee jigsaw 
cut at Weymouth’s Brewers Quay was 
officially recognised as a Guinness 
world record. 

Master jigsaw maker Dave Evans was 
elated when he finally completed his 
40,763-piece puzzle containing 33 pic¬ 
ture panels of Jubilee scenes. 

But his success, watched by a huge 
global audience from Canada to Korea, 
literally fell to pieces when his monster 
masterwork suddenly collapsed around 
him. 

You Tube took more than 115,000 hits 
from people watching the jigsaw and its 
collapse, but friends and helpers rallied 
round and Guinness has now told Dave 
that the jigsaw holds the Guinness 
world record for the largest jigsaw 
(hand cut, most pieces). 

He said: “Getting the news I had bro¬ 
ken the world record was one of the 
most exciting parts of the whole thing. 
I was worried that because the evidence 
required was so complicated that I 
might have missed something. 

“When I heard it was like the weight 
of the world had been lifted from my 


shoulders. I was elated. It was fantastic. 
That was what I was working for in the 
first place, to get the record, so I am ab¬ 
solutely delighted. 

“I had a lot of help along the way and 
this world record is a nice reward for 
everyone involved.” 

He added that the jigsaw is now on 
display in the ballroom at the Queen’s 
summer residence in Sandringham 
where it will stay until the end of Sep¬ 
tember during which time the Queen is 
expected to view it. 

The main jigsaw will be auctioned off 
for the Help for Heroes charity and 
Dave’s next work task is to start 100 
limited edition 1,000-piece copies of the 
main jigsaw. 

Dave thanked the View From for its 
support of his world record project and 
said: “Without help from organisations 
such as the View From I might as well 
have done it in a darkened room. 

“The publicity helped me in my at¬ 
tempt to raise as much money for Help 
for Heroes as possible.” 

One world record may be behind him 
but Dave is considering another for the 
fastest 1,000-piece jigsaw.

Assistant Chief Fire Officer Ben Ansell 
said: “This academic year we have been de¬ 
lighted to introduce our HealthWise sessions 
for both upper and lower key stage two chil¬ 
dren. 


“Our specially trained education officers 
care deeply about their work and believe 
every child’s visit is important. They work 
hard to help each child enjoy their visit whilst 
learning important safety messages. 

“HealthWise is the result of a unique part¬ 
nership with NHS Dorset. It looks at the dan¬ 
gers and consequences of and how to avoid 
risky behaviours. These subjects compliment 
the fire safety messages of deliberate fire set¬ 
ting and hoax calls given in FireWise.” 

Tess Cross, DFRS Policy Development 
Manager (Education) said: “Our partnership 
with HeathWise has enabled us to evolve our 
key stage two sessions into a fun filled but ed¬ 
ucational day out for students. 

“We have introduced our year three and 
four session (ages seven to nine years) where 
the children visit the FireWise home and spot 
the hazards, discover how to make an escape 
plan and then take part in the FireWise play 
to learn the dangers and consequences of fire¬ 


setting and hoax calls. 

“Within this they also discover how to keep 
themselves safe and resist negative peer pres¬ 
sure.” 

Dorset Fire and Rescue and the charity are 
always working to improve the sessions and 
soon year five and six students will see the 
“family” putting the hazards in place around 
the home before seeing the consequences 
with the special effects, real fire room and the 
fire devastated house. 

From September SafeWise will be offering 
FireWise and HealthWise sessions to year 
seven and eight students (ages 11-13 years) 
looking not only at risky behaviours and 
keeping safe but with a science element in¬ 
cluded.

People of Littlemoor can 'sleep a little safer' 


POLICE and partners say their Operation Guardian 
crackdown on the Littlemoor area of Weymouth has 
achieved some very positive results for the community. 

Inspector Les Fry of Weymouth and Portland Police 
said the people of Littlemoor could “sleep a little safer” 
because “Operation Guardian really is making a differ¬ 
ence”. 

He said a 52-year-old Weymouth man has recently been 
imprisoned for eight months for breaching an injunction 
following a previous breach where he received a six week 
sentence in prison. 

Inspector Fry added: “We have obtained a criminal anti¬ 
social behaviour order (CRASBO) on a 14-year-old Wey¬ 
mouth boy following a number of incidents. He has some 
very strict conditions that will help to protect the people 
of Weymouth. This power will last for three years. 

“We have obtained the eviction of a family from Little¬ 
moor. They were responsible for crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour in the area. In addition, a 67-year-old man has 
been evicted from an address on Littlemoor.

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Carers pleased with council support 


A NATIONAL survey of carers has 
revealed a high level of satisfaction 
with the support given by Dorset 
County Council. 

Seventy six per cent of Dorset’s 
carers were “satisfied” with the 
support and services they receive 
from the county council and a total 
of 44 per cent said they were “ex¬ 
tremely satisfied”. 

Nearly 500 carers from Dorset 
took part in the survey, which is the 
second national survey of carers 
carried out by all local authorities 
in the country on behalf of Depart¬ 
ment of Health. 

Many carers wrote comments to 
praise the support and services they 
received. 

In particular, carers’ training was 
very much appreciated, as was day 
centre care for the person they 
cared for. 

Only nine per cent said they were 
dissatisfied with services from the 
council. 

The aim of the survey was to find 
out if services received by carers 
are helping them in their caring 
role, their life outside of caring, and 
what carers think of the services for 
the person they care for. 

The vast majority of respondents 
were females, aged between 30 and 
99, many providing over 100 hours 
per week of unpaid care. 

Access to information and advice 


scored high with more than 75 per 
cent saying they thought it was easy 
to find what they were looking for, 
and 93 per cent had found the infor¬ 
mation “very” or “quite helpful”. 

Only a minority of seven per cent 
did not find the information re¬ 
ceived helpful. 

Long hours and financial worries 
are some of the difficulties many 
carers experience, and some said 
they had problems accessing respite 
breaks and emergency care at short 
notice. 

The cost of respite and sitting 
services was also an issue for many. 

Sadly, one in ten carers reported 
that they did not do anything they 
themselves valued or enjoyed with 
their time. Many also said they had 
no control over their daily life and 
had little social contact and felt so¬ 
cially isolated (11 per cent). 

Suggestions as to how services 
could be improved included; more 
joint working between agencies, 
better information provision and 
training (including medicines man¬ 
agement), early referrals for sup¬ 
port by professionals and help with 
domestic chores to enable carers to 
undertake more personal care for 
their spouse or family member. 

Jill Haynes cabinet member for 
adult social care at Dorset County 
Council, said: “Being a carer comes 
with huge responsibilities. Sadly, 


many carers experience social iso¬ 
lation and also poverty as a result of 
having to give up work to become 
a full-time carer. In Dorset, 50,000 
people provide care on a regular 
basis. 

“It is pleasing to note that in this 
survey, 76 per cent of those who re¬ 
sponded were pleased with the sup¬ 
port and services they receive from 
the council. 

“We really appreciate this kind of 
feedback from the people who use 
our services because it tells us what 
we are doing well and where we 
can improve.” 

“We do recognise that there is 
more work to be done and we are 
committed to working with partner 
organisations to continue to im¬ 
prove services for carers in Dorset.” 

The results of the survey will be 
considered by the Joint Commis¬ 
sioning Board for Carers and the 
Carers Partnership Board.

8.00am: 120ml Aloe Vera, one small bowl of porridge, 

2 x boiled eggs and 500ml of water 


12.00pm: One seasoned chicken breast, salad, whole¬ 
meal pasta, olive oil and 500ml of water 
Before workout 2 x bee pollen tablets to increase energy 
levels 

3.00pm Workout followed by a Forever Ultra Lean Pro¬ 
tein Shake with skimmed milk 

7.00pm: Salmon, broccoli, sweet potato mash and
